Vherbas, It is reported that the Secretary of War refuses init™ 
to permit the expenditure of the appropriation made by jj;^* 
Congress of the United States of America for the improve- ""mta 
ment of the Sacramento and other rivers and their tributa- 
ries situated within this State; whereas, the demands of 
commerce, the interests of the people, and the protection of 
these great highways of nature, imperatively demand that 
every effort should be made to maintain them so that their 
navigation for commercial purposes may be unimpeded 
and the inauguration of such improvements be made as 
may best secure that result; whereas, the flow of debris in 
the rivers of the State has been restrained under the decis- 
ion of the Circuit C-ourl of the United States, and, therefore, 
the reason advanced by the War Department, that as long as 
tlutt was permitted it was u-seless to expend public moneys 
in their improvement, no longer exists; therefore, be it 

Resolved by the Assetribly, the Senate concurring. That our 
Jenators and Representatives in Congress be re<)uested to use

State Treasury not otherwise appropriated, to pay the ex- 
penses of the extra session of the Legislature, and other 
matters incidental thereto: 
I For the per diem and mileage of Assemblymen, sixteen 
thousand and tive hundred dollars. 

For pay of officei-s and clerks of Assembly, two thousand 
dollars. 

For contingent expenses of the Assembly, two thousaud 
and five hundred dollars, 
r For the per diem and mileage of the Lieutenant-Governor 
and Senators, ten thousand dollars. 

For pay of officers and clerks of the Senate, three thou- 
sand dollars. 

For contingent expenses of the Senate, two thousand and 
Hve hundred dollars. 

Sec, 2. This Act shall take effect immediately. 



CHAPTER VIII. 

^11 Act to provide tor funding the indebtedness of counties in 
certain cases. 

[Approved May 8, IflM,) 

The People of the State of California, rejrresffiiled in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows : 

K Section 1. Whenever any county shall have had, at 
" twelve o'clock meridian, on the tirst day of January, eighteen 
■ hundred and eighty, an outstanding indebtedness, evidenced 
by bonds or warrants thereof, theretofore legally issued, and 
such indebtedness, or any part thereof, shall nave been there- 
after paid in accordance with the laws in force at the time 
such bonds or warrants were issued, out of the income and 
revenue received by such county since that date, and such 



IBunty shall have, since that date, iucurred an indebtedness, 
■rideneed bv warrants thereof, which indebtedness shall not 
lave exceeded in any year, the income and revenue pro- 
B.ded for such county for such year, and which warrants 
■tall not have been paid by reason solely of such applica- 
pon of the current revenue of such county to the payment 
of such former indebtedness, the Board of Supervisors of m«»i-i 
such county, by a vote of two thirds of all the members'""*"^ 
thereof, are empowered, if they deem it for the public inter- 
St, to fund such last mentioned indebtedness, and to issue 
buds of such county therefor, in the manner provided in 
fabdivision fourteen of section twenty-five of an Act entitled

for are in some places more than a mile from the tmo 
boundary line; and whereas, said monuments do not indi- 
cate a straight line, but a broken oue, such as is not respon- 
sive to the description of the true boundary; and whercaa, 
the true boundary line is not marked by mouumeuts, and 
great inconvenience arises to those settlers who live on the 
territory between the true line and the line marked by. 
monuments, as aforesaid, on account of uncertainty as ia. 
what State they reside in, to what State their taxes are 
due, the true description of the land whereon they art 
settled, and various other matters; now, therefore, be it ^

An Act to authorize the Board of State Harbor Commissioners 

to pay tlie claim of John S, Wilkiiis, 

[Approved February 3, 1865.] 

Hie People of the State of Calif omia, repi^esentcd in Senate and 

Assembly, do enact as follows: 

Section 1. The Board of State Harbor Commissioners is ciaimof 
hereby authorized to adjust and pay the claim of John S. '^\^^^ 
Wilkins, for the damage sustained by him in consequence of 
his horse having been injured by a defect in the planking of 
the outer half of Bryant Street, adjacent to the waterfront, 
in San Francisco; provided, that the amount paid shall not 
exceed five hundred dollars. 

Sec. 2. This Act shall take effect from and after its pas- 
sage. 



CHAPTER II. 

An Act to amend section six hundred and thirteen of an Act 
entitled ^'An Act to establish a Civil Code,^ approved March 
twenty-first, eighteen hundred and seventy-two, relcUing to cem-

[Approved February 10, 1885.] 

The People of the State of Califoimia, represented in Senate and 

Assembly, do enact as follows : 

Section 1. Section six hundred and thirteen of the Civil 
Code of the State of California is hereby amended so as to 
veaA as follows: 

613. Whenever an interment is made in any lot or plat whenbmirf 
transferred to individual owners by the corporation^ the same Iwel******^ 
thereby becomes forever inalienable, and descends m regular 
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line of succession to the heirs at law of the owner. When 
there are several owners of interests in such lot or plat, one 
or more may acquire by purchase the interest of others inter- 
ested in the fee simple title thereof, but no one not an owner 
acquires interest or right of burial therein by purchase; nor 
"* must any one bo buried in any such lot or plat not at the 
time owning an interest therein, or who is not a relative of 
such owner, or of his wife, except by consent of all jointly 
interested; prowdcci, however, that when all the bodies buried 
in any such lot shall have been removed therefrom, with the 
consent of the owners of such lot, it shall be lawful for the 
then owners of such lot to sell and transfer the same by deed; 
and any such sale and transfer heretofore made is hereby 
declared to be valid and effectual to transfer the title to the 
purchaser, any law to the contrary thereof notwilh standing.

CHAPTER III. 

An Act to enable the State of California to make a proper exh4r- 
bition of her material resources at the World's Exposition at 
New Orleans. 

[Approved Fclininrj- 10. 188S.]

wise appropriated, to pay A, Andrews, the Commissioner for 
the State of California to the World's Industrial and Cotton 
Centennial Exposition at New Orleans, Louisiana, to be' 
expended by him in procuring the productions of this State, 
both of art and manufactures, and of soil, and of mines, and 
making a proper exliibition of the same at the said Exposi- 
tion ; and the Controller is hereby directed to draw his war- 
rant for the said amount, and the Treasurer is hereby directed 
and authorized to pay tlie same, 
p- Sku. 2, Thesaid Commissioner shall make a report to the 
"*" Governor of this State of his proceedings, and of such mat- 
ters as may be of interest to the people of California, and he

Section 1. The State Board of Education shall compile, or 
'' cause to be compiled, for use in the commou schools of the 
State, a series of school texUbooks of the following descrip- 
tion, viz.: Three (3) Readers, one (1) Speller, one U) Aritn- 
metic, one 0) Grammar, one {1) History of the United States, 
and one {1) Geography. The matter contained in the Readers 
shall consist o£ lessons commencing with the simplest expres- 
sions of the language, and , by a regular gradation, advancing 
to and including the highest styles of composition, both in 
prose and poetry. 

Sec. 2. The State Board of Education shall employ well 
qualified persons to compile the books mentioned in section 
one o£ this Act, and shall fix the reniuueration for the ser- 
vices thus rendered ; provided, that i£ competent authors shall 
compile any cue or more works of the first order of excellence,

CHAPTER CLIII.

[ The People of the State of California, represented in ienate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 



Section 1. All streets, lanes, alleys, places, or courts, in una. » 
the municipalities of this State now open or dedicated, or^'j^™''"' 
Iwhicb may hereafter be opened or dedicated to public use, 
^Bhftll be deemed and held to be open public streets, lanes, 
^lieys. places, or courts, for the purposes of this Act, and the 
■City Council of each municipality is hereby empowered to 
^establish and change the grades of said streets, lanes, alleys, 
Rplaces, or courts, and fix the width thereof, and is hereby 
•invested with jurisdiction to order to be done thereon any of 
■*Jie work mentioned in section two of this Act, under the pro- 
»edinge hereinafter described. 
Sec. 2. Whenever the public interest or convenience may cnj c. 
quire, the City Council is hereby authorized and empowered ^,a 
Border the whole op any portion of the streets, lanes, alleys, gnrf«i. 
Ff!0urt8. or places of any such city graded or regraded to the 
t official grade, planked or replauked, paved or repaved, mac- 
AdamiEed or remacadamized, graveled or regraveled, piled or 
""(piled, capped or recapped, and to order sidewalks, sewers, 
.lEDholes, culverts, curbing, and crosswalks to be constructed 
iharein, and to order any other work to he done which shall 
6 necessary to make and complete the whole or any portion 
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of said streets, sidewalks, lanes, alleys, courts, or places, and 
it may order any of the said work to be improved. 

Sec. 3. Before ordering any work done, or improvemeDt« 
made, which is authorized by section two of this Act, the City 
Council shall pass a resolution of intention so to do, and 
describing the work. The Street Superintendent shall there- 
upon causa to be conspicuously posted along the line of said 
contemplated work or improvement, at not more than three 
hundred feet in distance apart, but not less than three in all, 
or when the work to be done is the improvement of an entire 
crossing in front of each quarter block liable to be assessed, 

' notices of the passage of said resolution. Said notice shall 
be headed "Notice trf Street Work," in letters of not less than 
one inch in length, and shall, in legible characters, state the 
fact of the passage of the resolution, its date, and briefly, the 
work or improvement proposed and refer to the resolution 
for further particulars. He shall also cause a notice, similar 
in substance, to he published for a period of five days in one 
or more daily newspapers published and circulated in said 
city, and designated by said City Council, or by one insertion 
in a weekly newspaper so published, circulated, and desig- 

} nated. The owners of one half or more of the frontage of 
the property fronting on said proposed work or improve- 
ment, where the same is for one block or more, may make a 
written objection to the same within ten days after the expira^ 
tion of tlie time of the publication of said notice, wnich 
objection shall be delivered to the Clerk of the City Coun- 
cil, who shall indorse thereon the date of its reception by 
him, and such objection so delivered and indorsed shall be 
a bar for six months to any further proceedings in relation to 
the doing of said work or making said improvement, unless 
the owners of one halt or more of the frontage as aforesaid 

D shall meanwhile petition for the same to be done. At any 
time before issuance o£ the assessment roll, all owners of lota 
or lands, liable to assessment therein, who after the first pub- 
lication of said resolution of intention may feel aggrieved, or 
who may have objections to any of the subsequent proceed- 
,ings of the said Council, in relation to the jierformance of the 
work mentioned in said notice of intention, shall file with 
the Clerk a petition of remonstrance, wherein they shall 
state in what respect they feel a^rieved, or the proceedings 
to which they object; such petition or remonstrance shall Be 
passed upon by the said City Council, and its decisions 
therein shall be final and conclusive.

of one of the petitioners, and must be published for four 
weeks next preceding the hearing thereof, in some news-

made and collected in the same manner as the original 
assessment. 

Sec- 13. The Commissioners appointed by the Board of 
Supervisors must make a list of the chaises assessed against 
each district of land, and the list must contain a description 
of each tract assessed, the number of acres in each tract, and 
the names of the owners in each tract, if known, and if 
unknown, the amount of charges assessed against each tract.

The principal place of business of said Com- 
missioners shall be in the Yosemite Valley, and they shall 
meet at their office in said valley on the first Wednesday of 
June of each year, and may meet oftener in Yosemite, or in 
San Francisco, or Sacramento, when a majority of the Com- 
missioners deem it expedient to do so. Not less than thirty 
days' notice of such meeting shall be given in the officiu 
newspapers of the Counties of Mariposa and Tuolumne, and 
' in one newspaper of the City and. County of San Francisco; 
and all meetings of the Board of Yosemite Comniissionera 
- shall, at all times, be open to the public. The said Commis- 
' sioners shall receive no compensation, other than necessary 
traveling expenses incurred in performing the duties of the 
Board as prescribed in this Act.

Justices, or one of them, to be designated by the Mayor, but 
eitlier of said city Justices may liold such Court without 
euch designation, and it is hereby made the dutv of said city 
Justices, in addition to the duties now required of them by 
law, to hold said Police Court. 

Sec. 2. The Police Court shall have exclusive jurisdiction vimm. 
of the following public offenses committed in the city: 

First — Petit larceny. 

Second — Assault or battery, not charged to have been com- 
mitted upon a public officer in the discharge of otRcial duty, 
or with intent to kill. 

Third — Breaches of the peace, riots, affrays, committing 
'i willful injury to property, and all misdemeanors punishable 
M>y fine or by imprisonment, or by both such fine and im-

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Fourth — Of proceediugs respecting vagmnta, lewd, or dia- 
orderlype rao ns, 

Skc. 3. Said Court shall also have exclusive jurisdiction 
of all proceedings for violation of any ordinance of said 
city^ both civil and criminal, and of an action for the col- 
lection of any license required by any ordinance of said city. 
1^ Sec. 4. Neither of said Justices shall sit in cases in whien 
he is a party, or in which he is interested, or where he is 
related to either party by consanguinity or affinity within 
the third decree; and in case of the sickness or inability of 
the city Justices, either of them may call in a Justice of the 
Peace residing in the county to act in his place and stead. 

Sec. 5. Each of the city Justices, while acting as Jud^of 
said Court, shall also have power to hear cases for examina- 
tion, and may commit and hold the offender to bail for trial 
in the proper Court, and may try, condemn, or acquit, and 
carry his judgment into execution, as the case may require, 
accoi-ding to law, and punish persons guilty of contempt of 
Court; and shall have power to issue warrants of arrest in

salary shall be full compensation for all services rendered 
by him. The Clerk shall keep a record of the proceedings 
of and issue all process ordered by the city Justices, or 
either of them, or by said Police Court, and receive and pay 
weekly info the city treasury all fines imposed by said Court. 
He shall also, each month, render to the City Council an 
exact and detailed account, upon oath, of all fines imposed 
and collected, and of all fines imposed and uncollected since 
his last report.

yHERBAs, Under the fostering legislation of this State, and fi 
I the wise and effective execution of its laws, viticultural 
! industries have been rapid ly advanced, both as to extent of 
vineyards and the nuniber of our citizens engaged therein, 
enlarging productions which come within the operation of 
I laws of our National Government, and causing thereby 
popular demands, in the interest both of consumers and 
producers, for further action on the part of Ck»ngress; and 
whereas, the Board of Viticultural Comniissionere, acting 
tinder the laws of this State has adopted resolutions as 
[ follows, viz.: First — Askingfor the enactment of a general 
[ law of Congress to compel manufacturers and dealers in 
1 genuine or imitation wines or brandies, whether of domes- 
[ tic or foreign production, to set forth on all packages, and 
on all labels for bottles, the true names of the makers, or 
compounders, together with the statement of ingredients 
entering into the composition of the same, and providing 
for stringent penalties for any infraction of such law, includ- 
ing confiscation of products and heavy fines. Second- 
Declaring that the vine interests of this State would be 
injured By the removal of the t«x on spirits made from 
wine or other materials, urging opposition in Congress to 
the pending bill for the removal of the tax on fruit brandy. 
Third — That our best interests would not he favored by 
, any material reduction in the taxation of spirits, except as 
[ hereafter stated. Fourth — That the internal revenue tax 
I on spirits of all kinds should he based on consumption, 
f and not on production, but that if any limit be placed to 
the bonding period, it should be so extended as to give 
ample time for producers to seek customers, after their 

foods are property matured, which term should recognize 
ve years, at least, as necessary for maturing good spirits, 
I and three years as reasonable time to dispose of the same, 
I OP eight years as the least limit of theprivitegeof bonding;
